PROPOSES BONUSES 
IN MERCHANDISE 
INSTEAD OF CASH 
Chicagoan Would Give Certifi- 
cates in Order’ to Stimu- 
late Business.

CHICAGO, Dee. 5. — A plan 
whereby merchants will give em- 


lieu of cash bonuses, on the theory 
it will increase business, was made 
public today by Jacob M. Loeb, 
head of a committee of prominent 
Chicagoans sponsoring the idea.

DOWNTOWN PARKING BAR 
GOES IN EFFECT TOMORROW 


Ordinance to Be Effective on Three 
Streets Between 7 A. M. and 
6 P. M. During Holidays. 


Enforcement will begin tomor- 
row of the new rule prohibiting 
parking between 7 a. m. and 6 p. 
m. on Olive and Locust streets and 
Washington avenue, between 
Fourth street and Twelfth boule- 
vard, which will be effective until 
Jan. 6. Exception is made for 
commercial vehicles loading and 
unloading. 

The measure, which will be void 
after this one period, is being le- 
galized by ordinance, in contrast 
with the practice of police order 
adopted during recent years to 
keep these streets clear for shop- 
ping and holiday traffic. The 
Legislative Committee of the Board 
of Aldermen approved the bill yes- 
terday and its passage by the 
board, by suspension of the rules, 
is planned for today. It will de- 
come legally effective as quickly as 
Mayor Miller can sign it-after pas- 
sage. 

The committee also approved the 
following traffic bills: Prohibiting 
parking on the east side of Eley- 
enth street, between Morgan and 
Wash streets, and on Tholozan ave- 
nue, between Grand boulevard and 
Spring avenue; limiting parking to 
one hour on Euclid avenue, be- 
tween Washington and Delmar 
boulevards; making Spring avenue 
a major street, where vehicles must 
halt before crossing, between Ar- 
senal and Chippewa streets, and 
making Ninth street a one-way 
thoroughfare, northbound, be- 
tween Franklin and Cass avenues.

U. S. SPENT $10,000 

TO GET EVIDENCE 

Morphine Was Selling at 

$150 an Ounce — None 


of Those Arrested Ad- 
dicts, Says Official. 


Federal narcotic agents, aided by 
35 city detectives, last night ar- 
rested 45 persons in a series of 
raids carefully planned after Gov- 
ernment agents had spent $15,000 
in the last five months obtaining 
evidence for prosecution under the 
Harrison act by buying drugs from 
23 of those arrestcd. 

The campaign against wholesale 


narcotic sellers was said by Chief 
of Police Gerk and H. B. William- 
son, who headed the Federal 
agents, to be the largest ever con- 
ducted in St. Louis. 

Small Amounts of Drugs Seized. 

Only small amounts of morphine, 
cocaine and heroin were seized, be- 
cause, it was explained by Wil- 
Hamson, police activity had caused 
dealers to keep their supplies at 
places other than those frequented 
by them. All but 23 of the pris- 
oners were released, being persons 
touhd at places where raids were 
made. . 

Among the prisoners were many 
who had police records.....Chiaii 
Gerk expressing the opinion that 
former gunmen and extortionists in 
recent months had joined the nar- 
cotic peddlers as a more lucrative 
enterprise. Williaméton said that 
none of those held was an addict. 

“These prisoners,” Williamson 
said, “are not curbstone dope ped- 
dlers.

“We have been buying at re- 
duced prices from them and in 
each case we have purchased at 
least an ounce. For morphine we 
have paid from $90 to $600 for an 
ounce, which, in legitimate trade, 
sells for $13.56. Allowing for 
breakage, an ounce of morphine 
usually is in the form of 122 cubes 
each containing three and one-half 
grains. The consumer pays $2 
for a cube—the rate of 3366 an 
ounce. 

“Information was obtained and 
purchases were made by a corps of 
paid Government employes who 
were given unlimited expense ac- 
counts. None was an addict and 
they were not regular commission- 
ed inspectors. Only in this. way 
were we able to break into the 
ring, members of which thought 
our operatives were big whole- 
salers. 

“Much of ‘the success of the 
roundup was due to the co-opera- 
tion of St. Louis police.

And much later: “You have be- 
come a habit with me, sir, and each 
morning before breakfast I take 
you like a dear pill.” 

In 1896 Miss Terry went to see 
Shaw. He was in conference with 
Sir Henry Irving. She wrote that 
she got no farther than the door- 
mat, heard his voice and scurried 
home. 

“IT couldn’t come in,“ she wrote 
Shaw. “When I saw you I might 
have thrown my arms around your 
neck and hugged vou.“

The fight against MeNinch's con- 
firmation is being led by Josephus 
Daniels, editor of the Raleigh News 
and Observer and a member of 
President Wilson's Cabinet. 


Senator-Elect Protests. 


Senator-elect Josiah Bailey of 
North Carolina has protested to 
Senator Overman about McNinch’s 
appointment, pointing out that Mc- 
Ninch has not denied the reports 
current in North Carolina that, as 
leader of the anti-Smith group, he 
expended large sums of money fur- 
nished by the privately owned elec- 
tric power companies. 

McNinch is from Charlotte, which 
also is headquarters for the Duke 
Power Co. Gov. Max O. Gardner 
of North Carolina opposes McNinch 
on the grounds of fitness. 

“If President Hoover wanted to 
reward a man who did everything 
possible for his election, Mr. Me- 
Ninch was an appropriate candi- 
date,” Gardner said, “but I do not 
know that he possesses any fitness 
or training for the position.“ 

Attorney-General Dennis G. 
Brummitt, who approved an 
opinion that McNinch was com- 
pélled by law to disclose the 
sources of funds used in the anti- 
Smith campaign, said: “J should 
like to see mon on the commission 
who would view thé power ques- 
tion in the light ot public interest, 
and I know of nothing in Mr. Me- 
Ninch's past record to indicate that 
he has that attitude.“ 

Nomination Challenged. 

Former Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels challenged the McNinch 
eppointment as soon as it was an- 
nounced. In his newspaper, he 
eaid editorially: 9 N 
“Yesterday (Wednesday), Mr. 
Hoover named Frank R. MeNinch 
of Charlotte on thé new power 
commission. Primarily, this was 
in payment of McNinch’s activity 
in 1928 as chairman of the Demo- 
cratic Anti-Smith Campaign Com- 
mittee in North Carolina. It is no- 
torlous that McNinch had plenty of 
money for that campaign and spent 
it freely.

ORGANTZED LABOR 
PAYS TRIBUTE 0 
MOTHER’ ONE 


Body Is Transferred for 
Trip to Illinois. 


Surrounded by the bright ban- 
ners of the miners’ unions for 
which she fought so unflinchingly 
through 40 years of labor struggles, 
the body of “Mother” Jones lay in 
state today in the Odd Fellows 
Temple at Mount Olive, III., 40 
miles northeast of St. Louis. 

During the morning the flag- 
draped hall was visited by hun- 
dreds of men, women and children 
from Mount Olive and nearby min- 
ing towns who paid their respects 
to labor’s courageous fighter, dead 
after 100 years of unselfish, life. 

Last night the body was trans- 


ferred at St. Louis from the Balti- 
more & Ohio train which bore it 
from Washington to the Wabash 
train that took it on its final jour- 
ney. Several hundred trade union- 
ists, representing virtually every 
craft in the city, gathered at the 
station and filed past the casket 
in the rear of a private car donated 
for the trip from Washington by 
the B. & O. Railroad. 


Hundreds Follow the Casket. 


An escort of 20 miners from 
Gillespie, Mount Olive, Staunton 
and Benld boarded the train at 
St. Louis to accompany the body 
to Mount Olive, where the car was 
sidetracked at 7:32 p. m. There 
were several hundred there to fol- 
low the casket to the Odd Fellows’ 
temple, while a band played a 
dirge. 

The hall was crowded as the 
Rev. John Hogan, pastor of the 
Catholic Church of the Ascension 
in Mount Olive, conducted a brief 
service. 

The body will lie in state today, 
tomorrow and Sunday. Tomorrow 
evening there will be a memorial 
service at the temple with a ser- 
mon by the Rev. John W. R. Me- 
Guire, president of St. Viator Col- 
lege at Kankakee, III.

TY CALLS UNION 
LECTRIC MEN AT 
ATE CUT HEARING 


Their Testimony Strength- 
ens Estimates of St. Louis 
and State Boards on Re- 
ee 2 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 5.—A 
suprise move by the City of St. 
Louis in calling officers of the 
Union Electric Light and Power 
Co. as witnesses, at today’s hearing 
on the city’s demand that electric 
rates should be reduced in St. 
Louis, developed testimony 
strengthening estimates by the city 
and by the Public Service Commis- 
sion. accountants on reproduction 
cost and depreciation of the com- 
pany property, which heretofore 
have been attacked by the com- 
pany. The hearing was adjourned 
late today until Jan. 12. 

Testimony by Frank J. Boehm, 
vice president of the Union Elec- 
tric, on the method utilized for the 
company’s estimate of its value on 
the reproduction theory, materially 
supports the City and Commission 
estimates, although their final total 
varied widely from the company's 
because of higher claims by the 
company for intangible allowances, 
such as going value, and other 
items. 

Boehm’s testimony on his esti- 
mate of depreciation in the com- 
pany’s property is virtually in 
agreement with estimates of the 
city and commission accountants. 
This is an important factor in the 
event the commission fixes a tenta- 
tive valuation and orders a partial 
rate reduction, as has been suggest- 
ed, before proceeding with a full 
valuation. 

How Estimate Was Madc. 

So far the investigation of the 
electric rates has centered about 
results of an audit by the commis- 
sion accountants. The company 
insists a full valuation should be 
made and that it would show the 
present rates are justified. The 
city agrees a full valuation should 
be made, but insists evidence now 
available justifies a reduction of 
at least $1,000,000 for household 
customers in St. Louis and that a 
full valuation will show grounds 
for an even greater reduction. 

The commission’s &ccountants, as 
has been told, prepared an esti- 
mate of the reproduction cost of 
the company’s property without an 
actual physical appraisal, by ap- 
plying engineering index figures to 
the investment cost as showm by 
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the company's books. The method 
and the result were questioned by 
the company when submitted in 
evidence. The accountant's calcu- 
lation of the reproduction cost of 
the property averaged 25.7 per 
cent more than the actual invest- 
ment cost. 

Robert M. Boyles, engineer for 
the city, added an average of 25 
per cent for reproduction, with the 
index numbers he used, under a 
different method. His figures were 
attacked by the company wae he 
testified. 

When Boehm was called as a 
witness and questioned by City 
Counselor Muench and associate 
City Counselor Ferris, it developed 
the city and company used similar 
methods of estimating value, al- 
though he used a larger figure for 
investment cost than the others. 
and included property not yet in 
use, which the commission, in 
practice, has not allowed to be in- 
cluded in rate-making valuations. 

Boehm said he arrived at the 
estimate of $100,000,000 as the re- 
production cost of the property by 
adding 25 per cent to the invest- 
ment cost. He said it was a mat- 
ter of general knowledge that the 
cost of reproducing electric prop- 
erties such as the Union Electric 
was approximately 25 per cent 
greater than the investment cost. 

' Varying Estimates. 

The commission accountants es- 
timated the reproduction cost of 
the company property at $74,315,- 
986 and the cost of reproduction, 
less depreciation, at $64,116,317, a 
deduction of ‘$10,199,669 for de- 
preciation, or wear and tear in the 
physical property. This covered 
the Missouri Electric property, in- 
cluding St. Louis. 

The city estimated the value of 
the property devoted to St. Louis 
only, at $43,150,221 on the basis of 
reproduction cost, less depreciation, 
after deducting $8,864,758 for de- 
preciation in the St. Louis prop- 
erty. 

Boehm testified he had estimated 
the value of the property at $90,- 
000.000 on the basis of reproduction 
cost less depreciation, and that the 
deduction for depreciation was 
$10,000,000. This deduction for de- 
preciation applies only to the phy- 
sical property, the company's larger 
total for the valuation being built 
up by larger claims than the city 
or commission accountants on the 
base item of investment cost and 
on intangible allowances. 

Ample Time, Says City. 

Should the commission fix a ten- 
tative valuation and order w reduc- 
tion in rates before proceeding with 
a full valuation, the almost identi- 
cal methods used in converting in- 
yestment costs into reproduction 
cost estimates, and the similar de- 
ductions made for depreciation in 
the physical property, would tend 
to support the commission's find- 
ing in any appeal from the action 
by the company.

could work, too, if I could get it.

Dr. Wilson for Referendum if 
They Agree on Alternative 
to Prohibition. 


By the Astociated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Pros- 
pects of a showdown in both wet 
and dry ranks on whether there 
shall be a national prohibition ret- 
erendum were increased when Dr. 
Clarence True Wilson, secretary of 
the Methodist Board of Temper- 
ance, issued a statement yesterday 
favoring the move if the wets 
would agree on an alternative for 
prohibition. 


It the association against the 
prohibition amendment will tell us 
what it is working for,” Dr. Wilson 
said, “I for one, and I am only 
one, would be glad to help devise 
a plan by which the two proposi- 
tions—prohibition and the pro- 
posed substitute of the wet group— 
might be put before the American 
people for an intelligent choice in 
a constitutional referendum.”

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 5.— 


Five men named as personal sure- 
ties on bonds securing State de- 


posits in the closed Bank of Ten- 
nessee are made defendants in a 
suit filed by the State of Tennessee, 
which seeks judgment for $3,060,- 
600 as the amount of highway 
funds in the bank. 

The suit was filed in Chancery 
Court last night against Rogers 
Caldwell, president, and four asso- 
ciates in Caldwell & Co., of which 
the Bank of Tennessee was a sub- 
sidiary. Both the company and its 
subsidiary are in receivership. 

Caldwell, Frank D. Marr, J. D. 
Carter, H. C. Alexander and T. J. 
Heitzeberg were said by Attorney- 
General L. D. Smith recently to 
have signed personal surety bonds 
totaling more than $6,000,000.

Caldwell lives. ‘ 
State contended the ground 


on which “Brentwood Hall” stands 


was conveyed recently by James E.

be held for the benefit of ‘Rogers 
Caldwell and his heirs. The suit 
alleged the conveyance was made 
for the purpose of evading cred- 
itors of Rogers Caldwell. 

If the court should not set aside 
the trust instrument, then the State 
asks permission to sell the house 
itself, erected by Rogers Caldwell, 
the bill states, at a cost of more 
than $360,000. In the further 
event that the court rules Rogers 
Caldwell is not invested with title 
to the house, the petitioner asks a. 
decree against James E. Caldwell 
for an amount equal to its cost. 

Chancellor James B. Newman 
signed an order today directing 
that proceeds from a dispersal sale 
of the racing stable and stud be- 
longing to Rogers Caldwell be 
placed in the hands of a special 
receiver.

The right of an injured work- 
man, who has accepted compensa- 


tion from his employer, to recover 
also from a third party was upheld 
yesterday by the - Louls Court 
of Appeals.

McKenzie, a Negro truck driver for 
the J. A. Schaefer Construction 
Co., to whom $3000 was awarded 
by Circuit Judge Rutledge at a 
trial by default against the third 
party, the Missouri Stables, Ine. 
The Appellate Court in a decision 
written by Commissioner Walter 
Bennick affirmed the judgment. 
McKenzie, in the course of his 
duties for the Schaefer Co., was 
delivering dirt Jan. 3, 1929, from 
the Park Plaza Hotel excavation to 
land of the Missouri Stables at 
5200 Berthold avenue, and was di. 
rected, it was alleged, by. an agent 
of, the stables to drive on an em- 
bankment, where his truck over- 
turned. He accepted $200 com- 
pensation under the State work- 
men's compensation act from his 
employer and then (filed suit 
against the Missouri Stables for 


| $10,000, alleging negligence. 


A writ of error was filed in the 
Court of Appeals by the defendant 
on the ground that the cause of ac- 
tlon against it belonged to the 
Schaefer company as substitute for 
McKenzie. 
The decision, however, holds 
that the injured employe was 
a real party in interest and en, 
titled to maintain the action, 
whether it be that the legal titic 
thereto was vested in him, which 
point the Court did not decide, or 
for the reason he prosecuted the 
case in his own name as beneficiary. 
“It is no great consequence to 
the defendant,” the opinion states, 
“in whose name the action is 
brought, since in either event the 
cause of action is the same and is 
for the benefit of both the em- 
ploye and employer.“ It is pointed 
out the plaintiff will be required to 
indemnify his employer for the 
sum it originally advanced.

The 
matter will be considered at the 
next meeting. 

Repeal of the law, Rohan added, 
would result in a delay of severa, 
years while other enabling legisla- 
tion was being passed and districts 
were reorganized. 

Clarke E. Jacoby, consulting en- 
gineer in all of the county sewer 
districts, said construction costs 
would be comparable to those in St. 
Lous and that the provisions of the 
Ralph law insured equitable as- 
sessments. 

St. Louis County’s new $1,000,- 
000 hospital, built with bond igsue 
funds, cannot be put into operation 
before April, Dr. Eugene Scharff, 
former superintendent of City Hos- 
pital said, after discussing work to 
be done before the institution is 
ready to receive patients. The 
County Court announced several 
months ago that it did not have 
sufficient revenue to operate the 
hospital and announced plans for 
obtaining passage of a bill permit- 
ting the levy of a special hospital 
tax at the next session of the Leg- 
islature in January. 

$175,000 Operating Cost. 

Dr. Scharff said that a study of 
the county’s needs indicated that 
the hospital could be operated on 
$175,000 a year, $75,000 of this 
sum being for its payroll. With 
$65,000 now being paid to St. Louis 
institutions for the care of the 
care of the county's indigent sick, 
and the money derived from pay 
patients, he said he believed the 
hospital might be operated without 
a deficit. . 


Dr. R. B. Denny, president of 
the St. Louis County Medical So- 
ciety, announced that members of 
that organization hoped to see the 
new building ready for operation in 
January, and added that he 
thought it possible. 


A description of a comprehen- 
sive highway plan for St. Louis 
County, anticipating a pulation 
of 3,000,000, was giwen by John G. 
Marr of Harland Bartholomew & 
Associates, Inc., employed to draft 
the plan by the County Court. The 
system has been described at 
length in the Post-Dispatch. 


Sam Rudder, Division Engineer

Thereupon the company ap 
pealed to the United States Supreme Court on the 
familiar ground that the order of the city deprived 
it of its property without due process of law and just 
compensation, in contravention of its constitutional 
rights. This highest tribynal, the court of last resort, 
in an exhaustive opinion decreed that the franchises 
had expired and affirmed the decisions and orders of 
the State courts.

many for the return of the magical skull of the Sul- 
tan Mkwawa, which she solemnly bound herself in 
the pact of Versailles to hand over to England. This 
sacred relic ig.the fetish of an African tribe, which 
has been suffering all sorts of woes and depressions 
since it was taken away.

When the law finally got hold of Dinty Colbeck 
end his gangsters, St. Louis may have felt it was rid 
of their evi presence for a long time, some of them 
forever. Colbeck, himself, and three of his gunmen 
were under two sentences, ove for 15 years, the otber 
for 25. Practically, it seemed, they were in for life. 
The prospect of the two li-year men was somewhat 
brighter, though gloomy enough. Now the 15-year 
men have been released and Colbeck is reported as 
sending ont feelers for his parole. 

The explanation? The eourt decrees of our crim- 
inal law do not mean what they say.

And the man responsible for the 
change is Adolf Hitler, man without a coun- 
try. mysterious leader of the “Bolsheviki 
of the Right,” the German FasScisti, 

Who is Adolf Hitler? What has he done? 
What does he look like? 

The last question is the most easily an- 
swered. He is a completely unimpressive 
figure. He resembles a “Moravian traveling 
salesman.” He has a little Charlie Chaplin 
mustache; a vacuous face. Of recent years 
he has grown fat. But when he opens his 
mouth, everyone who hears him becomes 
spellbound. He can turn a raving Com- 
munist into a devoted Fuscist with palf an 
hour’s discourse.

He was born in 1889 in a little border 
town of Upper Austria.

The Marine Band orchestra, in 
red and blue uniforms, kept up a 
constant stream of music as the 
line formed in the corridor of the 
main floor.

ARMAGEDDON YIELDS 
SECRETS 10 SCIENTISTS 


Many Important Discoveries 
Already Made by Chicago 
U. Archeologists. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 5—Armageddon, 


the meeting place of ancient na- 


tions, and battleground of untold 
centuries, is unfolding its secrets 
to the modern world. From half- 
way round the globe, men have 
gone to Palestine to extract new 
detail in the mosaic of civilization 
from the crumbling ruins of a 
mountain pass, 

For a few thousand dollars, when 
once no money would suffice, the 
Oriental institute of the University 
of Chicago has purchased the right 
to excavate on the site of the stor- 
fed city. Dr. James H. Breasted; 
head of the institute, disclosed to- 
day how a cross-section of human 
works in bygone centuries is slowly 
showing itself onthe hills beneath 
Mount Carmel, 

Stone Age to Solomon to Pales- 
tine of 1930, with only the moun- 
tain peaks enduring—Armageddon 
is yielding visual history. 

The Story in Revelations. 

It was Armageddon of which St. 
John the Divine wrote in Revela- 
tions: “Armageddon, the site of the 
last great war, when the nations 
are gathered to the battle of that 
great day of God Almighty.” 

Of the city which guarded the 
plains-dwelling Canaanites from at- 
tack, he said: 

“And I saw three unclean spirits 
like frogs come out of the mouth 
of the dragon and out of the mouth 
of the beast, and out of the mouth 
of the false prophet. 

“For they are the sapirits of dev- 
ils, working miracles, which go 
forth unto the kings of the earth 
and of the whole world, to gather 
them to the battle of that great 
day of God Almighty. 

“Behold, I come as a thief. 
Blessed is he that watcheth, and 
keepeth his garments, lest he walk 
naked, and they see his shame. 

“And he gathered them together 
into a place called in the. Hebrew 
tongue Armageddon.” 

Foaght 15 Centuries Before Christ. 

It was Armageddon where, 
centuries before the Savior, 
Canaanites and Egyptians under 
Thutmose III fought under the 
fortressed hills in the first known 
conflict on that site. 

It was Armageddon where, 29 
centuries after the Savior, Lord 
Allenby led a British army forth to 
meet the Turks on a World War 
salient, and sent them flying back 
over the trail the hosts of Egypt 
once had taken. 

But when Allenby fought, and 
when the expedition from the west- 
ern world started its work in 1925, 
there were only mounds and well- 
tilled fields in the place of a city 
which looked toward the sea and 
the inland peaks. 

Foot by foot these mounds have 
disclosed the presence of a dozen 
cities, each on the ruins of its 
predecessor.

Germany's richest potential 
source of wealth lies in her ability 
to manufacture finished products, 
making her essentially a trading 
country.

KENTUCKY U. MAKING TEST 
IN CARBONIZATION OF COAL 


Purpose Is to Find New Market by 
Showing Large Yield 
of Oil. 

By the Associated Press, 

LEXINGTON, Ky.—In order to 
increase the demand for Kentucky 
coal, the department of mining and 
| metallurgy at the University of 
Kentucky has undertaken ‘an ex- 
periment in low-temperature car- 
bonization of cannel coal. 

Because of Kentucky's location, 
it has. been necessary in the past, 
in order to ship coal north, south, 
east or west, to send it through an- 


other coal-producing state. There- 
fore, the university department of 
mining, under the direction of 
Prof. C. S. Crouse, selected cannel> 
coal for the experiment, because 
of its limited market and because | 
of its greater yield in oils. 

The cannel coal was put through | 
process of distillation, which is a | 
system of heating without air, and 
which drives off the gases. This 
produces condensable and . non- 
condensable gases which may be 
reduced to oil and fuel, respective- 
ly, and releases nitrogen which 
may be utilized by conversion into 
ammonium sulphate for fertiliza- 
tion.

Add from one to one and a half 
tablespoons of oil or butter for each 
nuts. The roasting 
brings out so much of the natural 
oil of the nut that any more will 
give too oily a product. In a slow 
oven the nuts will roast evenly and 
brown in 20 to 25 minutes.

In cook books macaroni, spaghet- 
ti and noodles are classed with the 
cereals because they are made from 
wheat, but we know these foods 
best as vegetables or as,meat sub- 
stitutes, especially when combined 
with cheese, Yet they may also be 
used in salads, in desserts, and as 

a thickener for soups. Truly use- 
ful products for those who have 
the problems of meal planning to 
cope with, and particularly for 
young housekeepers who want to 
know about dishes that are simple 
to prepare but exceptionally good 
to eat. | 

Being rather neutral in flavor 
themselves, the flour pastes admit 
of a great variety of combinations 
with other foods or flavors. Cheese, 
meat, fish, most green vegetables, 
eggs and milk are frequently used 
with macaroni, spaghetti or noodles 
to make hearty, satisfying and, 
usually, economical meals. 

The following recipes will help 
in planning meals of this type. 
They are all simple enough to pre- 
sent no difficulties to amateur 
cooks, providing directions are fol- 
lowed, and each will provide two 
or three servirgs. 

A few general suggestions before 
we start the recipes; buy a good 
brand of these foods. 

Noodles come in two shapes— 
the wide and the narrow strips; 
spaghetti, the narrow solid round 
sticks; and macaroni, the larger 
sticks that are hollow, and thut 
may be had in several sizes. Then 
there are macaroni letters that are 
amusing. to serve in soup; elbow 
macaroni. or the short, elbow- 
shaped pieces, and some of the 
fancy shapes, such as bow-knots, 
sea shells and stars. Always use 
boiling water for cooking any of 
these, and see that enough water is 
used to keep the pastes well cov- 
ered. Ten to 15 minutes cooking 
is usually enough. One cupful of 
broken macaroni! will make near- 
ly three cupfuls when cooked. 

Noodles and Spinach. 

Break up enough fine or wide 
noodles to make three-quarter cup- 
ful and cook in one quart of boil- 
ing water for 10 minutes. Add one 
teaspoon salt to the water. Drain 
and put half of them in the bot- 
tom of a buttered baking dish. 
Chop canned or fresh cooked spin- 
ach to make one and one-half 
cupsful and season with salt, pep- 
per and one tablespoon melted but- 
ter But half of this over the noo- 
dies and cover with thin slices 
Swiss or American cheese. Add 
the rest of the noodles, then the 
rest of the spinach and another 
layer of cheese. Pour one-half cup 
milk over this, and sprinkle the 
cheese with three tablespoons but- 
tered bread crumbs. Bake in a hot 
oven for 15 minutes, or until the 
cheese has melted and the crumbs 
browned, Serve as the main course 
for luncheon or a vegetable dinner. 

Spaghetti Caruso. 

Cook one-fourth pound spaghet- 
ti without breaking the sticks. 
Packaged spaghetti is usually 
packed in one-half pound lots, 80 
this is half a package. To cook the 
sticks without breaking them, pick 
up a handful. and lower iuto boil- 
ing salted water; as they touch the 
water they will soften und curl 
around the pan. Boil for 10 minutes 
or until tender, then drain. Make 
the sauce before cooking the spa- 
ghetti.

| HOW FOR CHITIAS

Fruit cake, like mince meat, 
should be made some time before 
it is to be used, in order to develop 
its best flavor. Several weeks ago 
recipes for mince meat were pub- 
lished, but this seems to be the first 
opportunity for suggesting fruit 
cake, as the-Thanksgiving holiday 
came in between and kept all so 
busy that there was little time for 
„extras —and fruit cake does take 


time, both in the mixing and bak- 


ing. 

Some people like light fruit cakes 
and others prefer the dark—it's all 
a matter of choice. Generally 
speaking, the light cakes do not 
keep moist as long as the dark 
ones, but will keep fresh for three 
or four weeks. Recipes for both 
types following. 

A few general suggestions before 
considering the recipes. Prepare 
all the fruit before starting to mix 
the cake. The use of ready sliced 
citron and fruit peel will save lots 
of time, but if this is not available, 
steam the large pieces of fruit to 
soften them, so that they may be 
sliced more readily. 

Wash currants thoroughly in 
cold water and pick them over care- 
fully to remove bits of stems or 
tiny pebbles, which somehow oc- 
casionally are found in them. 
Blanch almonds, shell pecans or 
other nuts and chop or cut as dé- 
sired. Dates, figs, raisins may be 
cut in pieces with scissors that are 
dipped in cold water; this keeps the 
fruit from becoming a sticky mass. 
Or the fruit may be rinsed quickly 
in cold water and run through the 
meat chopper, using a coarse knife. 
In a well-made fruit cake the 
pieces of fruit should not be 80 
small as to disappear in the batter. 
Raisins are already seeded now- 
adays, saving hours of time. 

Ovens equipped with heat regu- 
lators simplify baking fruit cakes, 
as a very slow heat is required. In 
case the oven is not 80 fashioned, 
be sure to use a portable thermom- 
eter to insure the proper temper- 
ature. Fruit cakes are expensive 


* 


English Dark Fruit Cake. 

Ingredients necessary include 
one pound sugar, one pound butter, 
710 eggs, four cups flour, one tea- 
spoon allspice, one teaspoon salt, 
three-fourths pound shelled. al- 
monds, one-half pound ~ candied 
orange peel, one-fourth pound can- 
died lemon peel, one-fourth pound 


one pound seeded raisins, one tea- 
spoon nutmeg, one teaspoon cinna- 
mon, one-fourth teaspoon baking 
soda, two cups grape juice, one 
pound currants, one-half pound 
figs and one-half pound candied 
cherries and candied pineapple, 
mixed. 

Prepare the fruit and mix all to- 
gether in a bowl with one cup sift- 
ed flour, rubbing the flour into the 
fruit with the fingers to coat it 
Cream the butter and sugar to- 
gether.until soft and smooth. Add 
the egg yolks and beat well. Stir 
in the fruit juice and then the egg 
whites beaten until frothy. Next 
add the flour sifted with the spices 
and sod i. and Astly add the fruit 
and nuts. Mix thoroughly—the 
batter will be quite stiff. Line 
cake pans with buttered paper, fill 
three-fourths full and bake in a 
slow oven—300. degrees—for three 
to four hours, depending on the 
size of the cakes. This makes about 
nine pounds of cake. 


’ JAght Fruit Cake. 


One cup butter, two cups sugar, 
eight eggs, one cup orange or pine- 
apple juice, three cups flour, two 
teaspoons. baking 
powder, one-half teaspoon salt. 
grated rind one lemon, one pound 
seeded raisins, one-half pound cit- 
ron, one-fourth pound orange 
peel, candied, one-fourth pound 
candied lemon peel, one-fourth 
pound candied pineapple, one-half 
pound blanched almonds and one- 
half pound candied. cherries. 

Cream the butter and sugar to- 
gether until soft and smooth. Add 
the egg yolks and beat thoroughly. 
Stir in the fruit juice, grated lemon 
rind and egg whites. beaten until 
frothy: Sift the flour, salt and 
baking powder. Mix the fruit and 
nuts and add the flour to them. 
Stir inte the egg mixture and when 
well mixed pour into cake pans 
lined with buttered paper. Bake in 
a slow oven—-300 to 325 degrees 
for two to three hours, depending | 
on the size. If made into one large 
cake, it wil take three hours bak- 
ing. The recipe makes about six 
pounds of cake, which may be 
baked in small pans or one large 
one. 

When fruit cakes are cold, wrap 
them in waxed paper and store in 
@ cool, dry place until needed. 
Leave the buttered paper on each 
cake as it helps keep it moist.
